SLCTION 1. For the purpo4e of def•ay:ng extraordinary 

Loam authorised expenditares, a loan of fifty thousand dollars is hereby au-
thorized and required to be made on the faith and credit of 
the state in the form hereinafter spec:lied and for the fol-
lowing purposes, to wit: to pay the expenses not yet paid 
of the present session of the legislature ; to ray- the appro-
priations now made and unpaid for the maintenance and
